By a cervical laceration we simply mean 
a torn cervix. It is the most common, 
and. because of its frequency and se- 
quences, the most important surgical dis- 
ease of women. 

Laceration of the cervix almost invari- 
ably occurs during labor, as a result of 
too great rigidity of the cervix, violent 
pains, or rapid instrumental delivery. 
Occasionally the cervix is torn during a 
too rapid delivery of a tumor, or is the 
result of divulsion of the cervix. This 
was a common operation a few years ago. 
and rupture of the cervix was a common 
result. 

Cervical laceration may be complete or 
incomplete with reference to whether it 
includes the mucous membrane of the 
vaginal portion of the cervix or not. 
Those cases including the mucous mem- 
brane of the vaginal portion are termed 
complete, while those which do not in- 
clude this portion are termed incomplete. 
While Incomplete laceration of the cervix 
docMs not always show on the surface. 
upon insiiection there is found a patulous 
08 that is easily diagnosed. 

Complete laceration of the cervix may 
be unilateral, bilateral or stellate. By 
unilateral laceration we mean a tear con- 
fined to one side. In bilateral laceratl' 
there is a tear on both sides, the tej» 
one side usually being deeper tlr

A micrococcus is the simplest form of 
protoplasm known to the pathologist. It 
requires delicate manipulation and the 
application of fine stains to bring it into 
view by our highest immersion lenses, 
and when magnified a thousand times it 
appears no larger than the blunted point 
of a fine needle. Such, for example, is 
the micrococcus of erysipelas, the pres- 
ence and multiplication of which, in any 
part of the human body, constitutes the 
etiology of a series of well-defined lesions. 
These are arranged in chains, and each 
chain constitutes a mass of cells and in- 
tercellular substance. The units of this 
tiny chain can be regarded as cells and 
the substance binding them together as 
intercellular substance. All that we find 
with the aid of our best lenses in the 
final analysis of the higher organic stmct- 
tures are cells and intercellular sub- 
stances. The whole organic world is re- 
vealed to-day by our latest methods in 
the final morphological analysis: It is 
composed of cells and Intercellular sub- 
stances. In the higher forms of vegeta- 
ble and animal life we find a tendency to 
the formation of tubes and cavities with 
rheir lining membrane and limiting walls.
